Dr. Erich A. Heinrichs was a PhD. Chemist with his degree from 

the Technische Universitit Darmstadt, Germany. After graduation 

in the early 1930s, he took a position with the Fuji Film Company 

in Japan and relocated to Asia. Accompanied by his wife, Tamara, 
7088 they enjoyed Asian culture and became fluent in the language. It was 
during this time that Dr. Heinrichs likely acquired the Shadakshari 
Lokeshvara (lot 7088). The couple also took interest in Noh theater, 
and netsuke collecting became a major interest as well as ikebana, 
the study of Japanese flower arranging.

The present lotis likely one of several splashed-ink landscapes created by Zhang Dagian in 
1965 (see Chang Dai-chien in California, San Francisco: San Francisco State University, 1999, 
catalog 12, pp. 64-65, and Sotheby's Hong Kong, 6 April 2015, lots 1228-1229). Inscribed 

by the artist with the title Qiu Shan Siao Si, or "Buddhist Temple in Autumn Mountain,” this 
painting's subject is particularly treasured by Zhang - in 1940 Zhang had created an earlier 

Siu Shan Xiao Si in ink, stating in that inscription that it was painted in homage to the Yuan 
Master Wang Meng s work of the same title. Throughout his lifetime, Zhang Dagian admired 
the paintings of Wang Meng (1308-1385). According to the renowned scholar Fu Shen, "... 
among Yuan dynasty painters, the one most suited to the personality and tendencies of Zhang 
Dagian was Wang Meng. Zhang liked Wang Meng the best; his collection was richest in works 
by Wang Meng. Zhang made the strongest effort in studying Wang Meng, and he benefited the 
most from Wang Meng." (Translated from Fu Shen, Zhang Dagian xue shu lun wen ji, Taipei 
National Museum of History, 1994, р. 176.) The present lot shows Zhang Dagian splashing 
multiple layers of ink and color to create the painting's richness and depth, recalling the dense 
brushwork and complex composition of Wang Meng s landscapes, making it perhaps the most 
accomplished of Zhang Dagian's splashed-ink landscapes.

Song Feiging (Sung Feiching REM, 1899— 1955), was a Tianjin- 
based industrialist, born in rural Shandong, and educated at 
Northwestern University in the United States. In 1932 he founded 
Dongya Corporation (3E 25 (E # B (2 FR 2 #)) with the brand name 
Diyan(IK 3£ j# 49), and under his leadership, Dongya developed 
into one of the most important powerhouses of the Chinese textile. 
industry. Song Feiging, an enlightened businessman and corporate 
innovator, deftly steered the company through multiple national 
regime changes to great success. He utilized scientific management 
practices and promoted his textile empire as a patriotic force, working 
towards the modernization of Chinese industrial production. Inspired 
by his Christian beliefs, Song developed a host of employee welfare 
programs to address the healthcare, housing and education needs 
of his workers and also instituted employee shareholding.

Harold M. Bixby was an aviation pioneer. After helping Charles 
Lindbergh to finance an aircraft capable of making the first crossing of 
the Atlantic, Bixby coined the name “Spirit of St. Louis" for this plane. 
Bixby went on to work for Pan American Airways (Pan Am) from 1933 
until 1955, working closely with the China National Air Corporation, 

a subsidiary of Pan Am, to negotiate passenger and airmail routes in 
China, and ultimately bring tne "China Clipper" service to the Orient. 
Bixby first went to Manila on August 14, 1933 on the first survey fight 
(Shanghai to Hong Kong, and Hong Kong to Manila, 17 hours flying 
time) with China National Air Corporation. His involvement with Manila 
spanned the years 1933 through 1938. The Bixby family ultimately 
established a residence in Baguio in August 1937 (when the family 
was forced to flee Shanghai by the Japanese invasion) and returned 
to the United States in the spring of 1938. Bixby became familiar with 
Amorsolo's work during his sojourn in Manila. 


Bixby purchased the current lot from J. Assenheim & Son Gallery in 
New York City in the 1950's, near the end of his career with Pan Am
